Washington.—Following a couier- 


enc-e held here ia.st week by the man- 
agers or the cuispa.gu of Aiion.ey Gen- 
eral A. Mitchell Palmer of Pennsylva- 
nia for the Jjeiuotraiic yresiiieutsa.1 
nomination, it was announced ihat the 
outlook, fur the seJ«-ction o£ the Peun- 
sylvaninn to head the ticket this year 
is very bright, llruee R Sterling of 
Uuiontowu, chairiii^n ui" the committee 
in charge of the Pennsylvania pri- 
mary contest, reported that ilr. Palmer 
has the backing of pructicuily the sol- 
id Democratic party in the state and 
would be supported by an unbroken 
delegation to the San Francisco con- 
vention. 


'The Democrats of our state real- 


ize they have a good chance to nomi- 
nate a winning candidate for the pres- 
idency," said Chairman Sterling, "ami 
they do not propose to overlook thai 
chance. Factional opposition to ilr. 
Palmer has been reduced to the point 
where it will cut no-figure, and we fee! 
safe in predicting that :tli tin- TO dele- 
gates from Pennsylvania will i-urhu- 
siastically support the Attorney G^ti- 
eral's candidacy." 


Hon. Charles C. Carlin. chairman of 


the National Palmer Primary Cam- 
paign Committee, reported that a sur- 
vey of the general situation gives ev- 
ery encouragement to the Palmer can- 
didacy. 
The Georgia situation has 


been smoothed out so that Mr. Palmer 
will be the only administration candi- 
date to be voted on ar the primaries. 
He will be opposed by Tom Watson 
and Senator Hoke Smith, boih anti- 
administration men auii neither seri- 
ously considered as-a presidential pos- 
sibility. 


In an effort to embarrass the Palmer 


people 
anti-administratiosiists . filed 


nomination papers for President Wil- 
son, entering him as a candidate in the 
contest. This action was unauthorized 
and intended solely to make it appeal- 
that Mr. Palmer was fighting the Pres- 
ident, under whom he serves. 
But 


the petition for the President was later 
•withdrawn and the scheme fell flat. 


Mr. Palmer will make a campaign 


tour of Pennsylvania before the pri- 
maries there, which take place on May 
IS. He expects to make a number of 
speeches in the state, although the de- 
mands for him from all over the coun- 
try are very heavy. 


The campaign for Mr. Palmer is be- 


ing made solely upon his record, and 
in this his supporters find ample ma- 
terial. Few- men in public life have 
such a notable record. Up to 3905 Mr. 
Palmer never had held office except as 
court stenographer while he pursued 
his law studies. In that year lie was 
elected te Congress and was re-elected 
in 1910 and 1912. On October 22. IftlT. 
he was appointed Allen Property Cus- 
todian and in that important office 
made an exceptional reputation. He 
took »Ter and became the trust officer 
for more than 33.000 estates of alien 
enemies, aggregating a combined capi- 
tal of mare than ?SOO.OOO.OOO. The ad- 
ministration of this great trust cost 
the government only about one-seventh 
of 1 per cent, but in the course of his 
duties Mr. Palmer unearthed enough 
unreported and concealed income and 
excess profits taxes ?o cover the en- 
tire cost of administration, and <5> per 
cent more. 


He has been a member of the cabi- 


net only a little more than a year, but 
in that period has hand-ed *-j>nie of 
the most important matters that ever 
came before the Department of Jus- 
tice, and handled them al! successful- 
ly. He divorced the Big Five packers' 
trust from their unrelated Kne< of 
business and had a perpetual Injunc- 
tion, entered aga'nst them, thus solving 
one of the har«:est problems that th'1 
law department has contended wiri. 
in years. By intervening in behalf of 
the public in the miners" strike lu- 
averted a national catastrophe, save^ 
the miners and i!»e j>u 
!>Hc from trenie: - 


dous losses an<l vindicated the si'- 
premaoy of the law. And as a re<u3t 
the miners have just negotiated n now 
scale entirely satisfactory to them, 
thus gaining their point without the 
horrors of a coal famine. He has suc- 
cessfully conibatted the "red" men- 
ace in this country, putting a number 
of ihe nation's enemies into jail and 
deporting n shipload of undesirable 
aliens, with others on the way. 


His record jn Congress was one of 


distinguished -achievement. He wrote 
the nu'tal clause of the present Under- 
wood tariff law. He supported and 
voted for the ilir-^-i election of sena- 
tors, woman's suffrage, the workmen's 
compensation act. the child labor bill, 
of which he was co-author: creation 
of A bureau of mine safety, a general 
pension law for veterans of the Civil 
War and their widows, a bill to exempt 
labor unions from prosecution under 
the anti-trust act and n great many 
other mensures of equal importance 
to the people and the country. With 
this sroorl material in hand the sup- 
porters of Mr. Palmer find it an ensy 
matter to demonstrate hi$j ability, his 
courage and his character.
